Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, was nomi- 
nated for Secretary of the Interior and 
William E. Chandler, of New Hampshire, 
for the Secretary of .the Navy. Mr. 
Teller is the present Senator from Colo- 
rado and has tilled Unit position since the 
state was admitted (o the Union in 187G. 
tie is a lawyer by profession, being ad- 
mitted to the bar in New York city. 


William E. Chandler is a native of 


New Hampshire. 
He received a law ed- 


ucation in tho law department of Har- 
vard College, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1855. 
He was elected to the New 


Hampshire legislature for 3. successive 
years and was twice chosen speaker. 
In 


1865 President Lincoln appointed him 
judge advocate general and soon after he 
was made assistant fiecretary of 
the 


treasury. President Garfield nominated 
iiim for solicitor general but his nomina- 
tion was not confirmed. 
He has always 


jeen a politician, being secretary of the 
national republican committee in 1868, 
1872 and 187(i, and was largely instru- 
mental in preventing the Democrats from 
capturing the electoral votes of Florida 
.ml South Carolina ponding the election 
of Mr. Hn.yp« 
Mr. Chandler was the 


recognized and a most active leader of 
the Blfiiiie forces atlhe Chicago conven- 
tion in 1880 and his-nomination is regard- 
ed as a recognition of the Blaino faction 
of thfi Republican party. 


Both these nominations will be recog- 
ized as suitable ones.
